BACKGROUND 


Over the summer, we have been working 
with the local community to hear your 
views on what issues you face with the 
entrances and exits to Finsbury Park. 
1,064 people responded to an online 
survey and we spoke to many people 
with varying needs and experiences 
face to face through an accessibility 
audit, a women's safety walking audit, a 
councillor walking audit, a stakeholder 
meeting and pop-ups in the park.
